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Western Classic Makes Breed History 


Sixty Head Average $439—Ravenscroft Buys Two Top Animals

HE eyes of the nation’s Holstein industry were on 
"T san Francisco’s huge new $3,000,000 Cow Palace 

on April 21, as 60 head of the choicest breeding ani- 
mals of the Western States were offered to the highest 
bidder. They brought a total of $26,340 for a general 
average of $439, the highest average for a consignment 
sale since the Royal Brentwood of 1936. 


The great success of this event, the brain child of 
Sale Manager J. W. Snodgrass, was a real tribute to his 
vision and to his skill in selecting the cattle and pro- 
moting the sale; also to the western breeders who in 
most cases allowed him a free hand in choosing the top 
animals of their herds. The quality of the entire offer- 
ing, without a single exception, marks this sale as one 
of the greatest Holstein promotional events in the his- 
tory of the breed. 


The two top animals both went to Illinois, taken by 
Ravenglen Farms at Antioch. Leading the glamour 
parade was Rocky Hill’s famed twice All-American 
“Dewdrop,” first in the ring after the lunch hour. 
Started at $750, the mail bids rapidly jumped into four 
figures, with Westlawn Farm, Johnson City, N. Y., 
dropping off at $1,000 and Gilkey Farms, Owatonna, 
Minn., at $1,200. E. H. Ravenscroft, who was on hand 
to do his own bidding, stayed with her until he got her 
at a final bid of $1,900, so Mid-West show fans will have 
an opportunity next fall to see this lovely animal, prob- 
ably in as fine show shape as she has ever been. 

Next cow in the ring was E. E. Freeman’s great 
black ‘“Triune’’ daughter with the 959-lb fat record. 
Started at $500 by Martin Haas of San Jose, bids came 
all at once from every part of the huge arena and after

the $1,000 mark had been passed, it narrowed down to 
a three-way battle, the contenders Leing Mr. Ravens- 
croft, George H. Sawyer, Waterford, Calif., and the Mis- 
sion Creamery of San Matei. Finally Sawyer’s bid of 
$2,025 was topped by a $2,050 offer from Ravenscroft 
and the auctioneer’s gavel fell, marking a new high for 
the breed for 1941 and the top price of this great sale, 
thus sending another lovely Californian back eastward 
to Illinois. 


The famed Carnation twins were sold together, choice 
with the privilege of the pair, and the Rocky Hill bid of 
$875 was the final offer, they taking the lighter colored 
heifer. Bidding was then started again on the darker 
heifer and she went to Aldo Tognetti, a young breeder 
at King City, Calif., for $600. It was considered un- 
fortunate that the pair was broken up, for they should 
make a lovely Produce as they develop. Incidentally, 
their dam is a full sister to the three times Reserve All- 
American, Carnation Clipper. 


Carnation topped the bull section with their Per- 
fection son, taken at $725 by Home Dairy, San Rafael, 
Calif. The Taylaker bull was second high at $700, going 
to Martin Haas and son Tom, for their Hester Dairy at 
San Jose. 

Other headliners included Roger Jessup’s. world’s 
record milk producing two-year-old, going to E. B. Her- 
man of San Francisco at $750; and the Bishop cow, 
Chimacum Perfection Clairabelle, to Ravenscroft at $6590 
after a bidding duel with Cliff Knight of Adohr Farms. 
Keep this name in mind as you will likely see it in the 
fair reports next fall. 

The sale opener in the morning was the lovely white

the sale an auspicious opening. The highly touted 
Colony Flood Hengerveld had to stay home when it was 
discovered that she was not in calf, but her substitute, 
a lovely three-year-old Romeo daughter, brought $450, 
going to Kidd Bros., Modesto. 

Ravenscroft was the largest individual buyer, taking 
three head for a total of $4,600. 1eorge H. Sawyer, 
Waterford, Calif., bought eight head for $2,805, includ- 
ing many of the top animals on the roster that had been 
vaccinated as calves. Home Dairy, San Rafael, took five 
for a $2,460 total. One of California’s new and coming 
breeders, J. A. Sutten, Visalia, was a contending bidder 
on nearly all the toppers and took five of the choice ones 
for a total of $1,890. Dr. George E. Dix, Marshfield, 
Oregon, took four for $1,190 and Hester Dairy, San 
Jose, spent a total of $1,465 for three of the good ones. 
Buyers were from Illinois, Oregon, Washington, Utah, 
Nevada and California, with bidders from a number of 
other states. 

Noteworthy was the fact that of the entire 60 head, 
28 or nearly half were two-year-olds or younger, these 
heifers bringing the remarkable averages of $349. 
Heifers that had been vaccinated as calves and those of 
vaccinating age were in particularly heavy demand. 
Young bulls sold well, making an average of $446 for 
the nine head. 


An estimated attendance of 1,500 crowded the ring- 
side during the entire sale and bids came in a rush that 
kept the two ring men, Baird Snodgrass, Live Stock 
Editor of the Pacific Rural Press, and Nelson Crow, 
Editor of Western Live Stock Journal, busy keeping 
them straight. A switch in the auctioneering staff had 
to be made at the last minute, and the veteran “Sandy” 
Keith of Spokane started the sale, with young and 
coming Charles Adams of Los Angeles taking over at 
the halfway mark. Manager J. W. Snodgrass read the 
pedigrees. 


Show Attracted 8000 Spectators 
No Holstein event in the breed’s history ever had 
the publicity that this one drew from the press and the 
radio. For a month before the show, April 20, the

San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, the Regional 
Service Committee of the City and County of San 
Francisco, the San Francisco Bank, and the No. 1-A 
Agricultural District cooperated with Manager Snodgrass 
in building up interest throughout the Western States. 
Publicity stunts, pictures, radio interviews, and car 
cards of the city’s street cars combined forces to attract 
a crowd of 8000 people out to the Cow Palace’s official 
opening at the Sunday afternoon Holstein show. The 
$3,000,000 building, not yet completely finished, is the 
largest structure of its kind in the country. 

The program started at 2 o’clock with panegyrics of 
private individuals and public organizations, whose 
efforts made possible the building of the giant Cow 
Palace. Mayor Angelo J. Rossi paid tribute those co- 
operating in the project, and special mention was given 
to Manager J. W. Snodgrass, whose efforts in the pro- 
motion and management of the event made it so suc- 
cessful. “J. W.” traveled a total of 10,000 miles in the 
five weeks before the sale, visiting 157 herds in select- 
ing the 60 entries. 


The show and sale were sponsored by the California 
State Association, with President Mark Borrer, Max 
Herzog, J. W. C. Pogue, and Walter Decker on the com- 
mittee that did all of the tough behind-the-scenes jobs. 


Star performer of the afternoon was the All-Ameri- 
can “Dewdrop” cow. Close behind her into the ring 
came the entire consignment, entirely circling the huge 
arena. Professor G. E. Gordon of the University of 
California, gave the crowd a short biography of the chief 
entries over the microphone at the center of the arena. 
A highlight of the show was the baptism of the first 
calf to be born in the Cow Palace, a son of one of the 
S. B. Hall entries, and officially named Hallrose Cow 
Palace I. The baby, born the day before, was sprinkled 
with milk by two pretty girls while the military band 
played “Rock a Bye Baby” and the crowd cheered. 

The immense amount of publicity used to build uP 
this grand opening event of the Cow Palace was reflected 
on sale day in the number of new breeders bidding and 
buying, and the effects will undoubtedly be felt im the 
western states for a long time to come.

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Uniformity Through Inbreeding 


By J. E. BALMER 


tions, dogmas, and irrational traditions as the 

subject of inbreeding. Questions concerning in- 
breeding are evasively answered or ignored by many 
breed publications. Those writers who have been in- 
clined to defend the practice have been assailed. Gen- 
erally the result of a controversy on inbreeding has been 
the generating of more heat than light on the subject. 

The theory of inbreeding is ‘“‘that uniformity will 
best be achieved by making the germ cells more uni- 
form.” This is done by narrowing the network of des- 
cent by mating animals genetically related to one an- 
other. 

Protoplasm, of which living cells are composed, is 
so complex and variable that it is not subject to an- 
alyses such as are applied to other chemical composi- 
tions. If we could take the so-called chromosomes, in 
the uniting germ cells, apart and discover how they 
function we might be able to eliminate the undesirable 
factors that thwart our breeding aspirations. We can 
not, so, we have to theoretically determine their act- 
ions from evidence obtained in various types of matings. 

All types of close breeding, whether line-breeding, 
inbreeding or in-and-in breeding have the same prin- 
ciple. The difference is one of degree. This principle, 
as stated, is to gather together friendly chromosomes. 
Consequently all of these terms, so familiar to breeders, 
are here considered as types of inbreeding. 

Inbreeding, supposedly, will better bring about the 
desired uniformity than outcrossing. One must be care- 
ful that rigid selection accompanies his inbreeding prac- 
tices or the result may prove disastrous. 

One writer says, “I like to consider breeding as a 
war of the chromosomes. I believe that outcrossing 
produces a battle of the chromosomes, in the two unit- 
ing germ cells, for mastery as to which shall carry on 
their characters. The result of the battle is usually 
indicated in the appearance of the product.’’ If inbreed- 
ing prevents the battling of the chromosomes and brings 
better breed uniformity, it would seem that the practice 
should be considered legitimate. 

By outcrossing it is possible to so dilute and dissipate 
the genes in the germ cells that the chance of securing 
uniformity is extremely remote. Many breeders believe 
that it is not a question of how much inbreeding is ad- 
visable but rather how much outcrossing is permissible. 

Inbreeding, so-called, is often considered as mating 
two animals with sufficient similarity of ancestry to 
make 50% of the inheritance of one individual with the 
same proportion in its mate, the inheritance not neces- 
sarily being that of one animal. Examples are full 
brother and sister, half brother and sister, sire and 
daughter, and son to dam. 


Line-breeding is sometimes differentiated from in- 
breeding by defining it as mating two individuals indenti- 
cal to the extent of 25% and less than 50% of their 
blood. Some consider anything farther removed than 
first cousins as line-breeding. Line-breeding is sup- 
posed to permit concentration of type by selection from 
humerous descendants of a good individual and retain- 
ing the best features of that individual without concen- 
tration of genes that might cause some minor weakness 
to be intensified into something more serious. 

If breeding animals were as simple a procedure as 
Putting two chemical reagents into a test tube, we 
could merely mate two animals of similar type, say 
two grand champions, and after a stated time expect 
the same reaction in each instance. It does not happen 
that way. You may mate two animals and, as has oc- 
curred in a few cases, get an outstanding individual. A 
second mating under identical circumstances would not 
have even one that shows outstanding ability. Further- 
more, there may be two superior individuals by the 
Same parents in successive matings and neither one will 
have the ability to transmit his splendid individuality 
to the next generation. Then too, one may be pre- 


potent while the other is a decided failure. There is a 
ee

decided lack of uniformity of the individuals in a given 
litter of animals such as hogs, dogs, etc.; there is a much 
greater lack of uniformity in the ability of these ani- 
mals to perpetuate themselves. Will inbreeding help 
to bring greater uniformity? There are noted author- 
ities who advocate inbreeding when and if it is used 
intelligently. 

Major David Castleman says, ‘“‘Inbreeding has pro- 
duced some of our finest successes and some of the most 
dismal failures. We use it but feel that in so doing we 
are playing with fire.’”’ Marshall in Breeding Farm 
Animals says, “The value of inbreeding inplants and 
animals in the past may be summed up with the state- 
ment that it is the greatest single agency in bringing 
about uniformity and concentration of desired qualities.”’ 
East in Inbreeding and Outcrossing says, ‘Close breeding 
is the rule and not the exception in notable animals that 
stand out as having marked eras of special progress 
among domestic animals.”’ 

The most extreme examples of intense inbreeding 
are shown in the development of Jersey and Guernsey 
cattle. East says, “‘These two breeds have been built 
up by a more conscious, persistent system of inbreeding 
than is recorded in the history of any living strain of 
livestock. In fact since 1763 rigidly enforced laws 
have prevented the landing of any live cattle whatever 
on either island except for slaughter. When one real- 
izes that the largest of these islands, that of Jersey, 
is but eleven miles long by six wide, he can appreciate 
the amount of inbreeding these laws have promoted.” 
Either of these islands could be placed in New York 
City or Chicago and be lost, yet in their small areas 
have originated two of the most beautiful ideals of 
breeding. The skeptic, who doubts this method of secur- 
ing uniformity needs only to scan the pedigrees of some 
of these island producers. The famous Jersey bull 
“Sybils Gamboge”’ who sold for $65,000 was the result 
of half brother and sister matings for four. generations. 

Dr. Helen King, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
has mated brother and sister white rats consecutively 
for sixty generations, producing over fifty thousand 
individuals. By careful selection and the elimination of 
undesirables she is now able to produce white rats, 
apparently the exact duplicate of their parents and of 
each other. The selected germ-to-germ lines or “blood- 
lines” so-called, have been so concentrated in these 
individuals that the returns in uniformity have been 
most gratifying. Anything that was lost by inbreeding 
was usually something undesirable. “Inbreeding was 
therefore as a detective seeking out crime by getting 
rid of abnormalities, monstrosities, and sérious weak- 
nesses of all kinds, thus purifying and analyzing the 
breeding stock.”’ 

There are records of flocks of sheep into which no 
new animals have been introduced for a hundred years. 
Close breeding and rigid selection have brought a uni- 
formity that is the envy of rival breeders. Rather intense 
inbreeding was practiced both in ancient Greece and 
Egypt when they were at the height of their power and 
influence. In the latter nation we have the climax of 
inbreeding in the brilliant Cleopatra whose beauty 
ensnared the romantic Mark Antony. And not until 
foreign genes were introduced did the race of the 
Ptolemys degenerate. 


The assumption that the progeny, whose parents 
are related, are more prepotent than those resulting 
from the union of individuals of entirely dissimilar 
strains seems to be substantiated by the examples given 
and the conclusions of some of our genetics authorities. 

There must be a definite objective when inbreeding 
is practiced. Race horses have been inbred for speed 
and endurance. Shetland ponies have been inbred for 
dwarfness as have Percheron and Clydesdale horses for 
size and strength. The person who merely considers 
inbreeding as mating close relations has a narrow view- 
point on the subject. Defects may be concentrated by 
inbreeding as well as points of merit. Inbreeding with- 
out discrimination and rigid selection will yield more 
evil results than good. Nature sees to it that racial

Secretary Norton Reports 


The 


Annual Report of Secretary H. W. Norton, Jr., pre- 
sents a 


wealth of statistical material and conclusions and 
recommendations drawn therefrom, which every member should 
read and study. This report will be available in pamphlet 
form upon reauest. We present here a digest covering some of 
its highlights. 


N the 56th year of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
| of America, just closed, the total recordings of pedi- 

grees passed the three million mark, of which 145,423 
registry certificates were issued in 1940, the largest 
number ever added to the records in any single year. 
This was in part due to the abnormal flood of applica- 
tions which came in at the close of 1939, due to fee 
changes taking effect at that time. The office force was 
built up steadily in anticipation of this jam, but con- 
siderable delay in issuing papers was inevitable, even 
though the office operated at top speed and full capacity 
throughout the year. 


Membership 

During the year 783 new members were admitted, as 
against losses of 623, due to deaths, terminations, etc., 
so that the membership stood at 32,005 on December 
31, 1940. This is the large number admitted to mem- 
bership since 1930, with the single exception of 1933, 
when the membership fee was temporarily reduced. The 
ten leading states were Wisconsin 135, New York 127, 
Pennsylvania 95, Ohio 62, Minnesota 56, Illinois 50, 
Iowa 47, Michigan 47, Indiana 25, California 18. The 
count of active members (those who have registered or 
transferred cattle during the preceding two-year period) 
showed a total of 11,389, practically unchanged from the 
total of 11,386 a year earlier. Leading states for total 
active membership are New York 2,431, Wisconsin 1,830, 
Pennsylvania 1,129, Minnesota 799, Ohio 762, Illinois 
744, Michigan 628, Iowa 519. Deaths of 332 members 
were reported during the year. These included a num- 
ber of well known members, among whom are men- 
tioned F. E. Murphy, Minneapolis, Minn., Baltz Hoesly, 
Monticello, Wis., Willis Hunsberger, Plumsteadville, Pa., 


Walter F. Andrews, Beach City, Ohio, and E. H. Maytag, 
Newton, Iowa. 


Delegate Representation 
Delegate representation to the annual conventions is 
based upon the number of active members in each state. 
For the 1941 convention, Pennsylvania and Indiana each 


gain one delegate; New York loses one, making the 
total up one to 123. 
Registrations 
Registrations for 1940 totalled 145,423, a new 
record, up nearly 60,000 from the previous year. Best 


previous year was 1920 when the total was 127,850, and 
1929 when the total for the year was 125,365. Total 
registrations to December 31, 1940 are 3,001,090, very 
nearly as many as the combined total of 3,084,705 for 
the other four dairy cattle registry associations. Of our 
total registrations, 2,189,395 were females, 811,695 
males, or 27% of all registrations have been males. 
This past year 87.4% of the registry applications were 
filed by members, 12.6% by non-members. This same 
percentage held approximately true in the two preceding 
years. Analysis of the applications carried over into 
1940 from the ‘avalanche,’ a total of 84,044 papers, 
shows that 43.7% represented animals over one year of 
age when the applications were filed. This percentage 
in preceding years ran around 27% or 28%, indicating 
that many of the extra applications filed at the close 
of 1939 represented animals over one year old, which 
would take a considerably higher penalty fee for regis- 
tration after January 1, 1940. Of the applications filed 
at the new scale of fees, only 7.7% were over one year 
old when the application was filed. 


The present schedule of fees is intended to encourage 
early registration of calves, and provision is made for 
certain refund privileges on calves registered before 
they are two months old. Since this has been in effect 
over 27% of the member registrations, and nearly 20% 
of the non-member registrations have been in this 
bracket. This early registration is highly desirable for 
a number of reasons. It promotes accuracy in the appli- 
cations, reduces handling costs in the office through 
fewer mistakes in applications, and should result in a 
more even flow of business through the office. Also this 
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system insures the owner having his papers when he 
needs them. In 1940 refunds were made on 177 cer- 
tificates sent in for cancellation, amounting to $260. 
This is expected to become an item of considerable im- 
portance in the budget in another year or so. The 1940 
cancellations covered 77 males and 100 females. 


Transfers 

Transfers recorded during 1940 totalled 51,414, a 
gain of 10,541, or 25.8% over the total of 40,873 for 
the previous year, and reached the highest figure since 
1931. 

Of these 89% were transferred by members, and 
approximately one-third of the animals transferred were 
males. The new fee schedule gives a reduced rate to 
national members who are also members of their state 
association. About 70% of the transfers issued under 
the new schedule to members of the Association were 
based on the minimum fees showing state membership 
also. Membership in the recognized state and regional 
associations increased during 1940 from 4,794 up to 
7,719, as of December 15, 1940, an increase of 61%. 
This is an excellent showing, but the fact that 30% of 
all transfers filed by national members under the new 
fee schedule required the higher fee, shows that there 
are still a large number of our active members who are 
not affiliated with their state organizations. This is 
further apparent if we compare the total number of 
members of state and regional associations, which stood 
at 7,719 on December 15, 1940, with the count of active 
members, which was 11,389 at the close of the year. 
This large number of prospects for membership offers 
plenty of opportunity for canvassing by these state 
organizations. 


Applications Returned for Correction 

From the standpoint of efficiency and economy in the 
operation of the office nothing could be more desirable 
than the elimination of errors in applications for reg- 
istry and transfer. Accuracy of records is of first im- 
portance, for without it the records and pedigrees are 
jworthless. Incorrect or incomplete applications re- 
ceived from any one individual are relatively a minor 
item, but in the aggregate they make a staggering addi- 
tion to the cost of operating the office. Last year we 
checked 268,504 applications, and 63,982, or 23.8% of 
the total number, were found to be incomplete or in- 
accurate in one or more details, and were returned to 
the applicant for correction. It cost the Association at 
least twice as much, and in many instances several times 
as much to ‘handle each one of these 63,982 applications 
as compared to the cost of handling an application pre- 
pared properly and complete and correct in every detail. 
Breeders have the remedy in their own hands. More 
complete and accurate herd record keeping will reduce 
to the minimum this useless waste of time and expense. 


New Buyers 
Our records show that 12,368 individuals and firms 
made their first purchases of Holsteins during 1949, 


as compared with 10,269 during the previous year, a 
gain of more than 20%. These new buyers purchased 
17,310 head, of which 6,832 were males and 10,478 were 
females. These buyers were widely scattered, including 
all but one of the 48 states and many foreign countries. 
The leading states for buyers making their initial pur- 
chases of registered Holsteins during the year were 
Wisconsin with 1,722, New York 1,711, Pennsylvania 
986, Minnesota 957, Michigan 949, Iowa 895, Ohio 882, 
and Illinois with 873, then California, Indiana, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Idaho, Maryland, Washington, Utah, Missourl 
and New Jersey in the order named. 
Herd Books 

Volume 83 of the Herd-Brook, including 10,40¥ 
males and 35,400 females, was completed during the 
year. Volume 84, covering the period from October 16, 
1939 to December 18, 1939 and including pedigrees of 
8,700 males and 41,300 females was nearly completed 
at the close of the year and has since been distributed. 
Pedigrees for two additional volumes are on hand and 
Volumes 85 and 86 will be insured as rapidly as pos 
sible. The rush of registrations during the year left 
the Herd-Book Department far behind, but we hope to

A Champion Family At Osborndale 


A National Championship that has stood for practic- 
ally 17 years fell recently when Osborndale Olive Maid 
2d 2002389, bred and owned by Osborndale, Derby, 
Conn., finished a junior three-year-old Class C record 
of 713 lbs fat from 17,361.1 lbs milk, 4.1%. She dis- 
places as National Champion for this age and classifica- 
tion in the yearly division Rival Belle Mercedes 574215, 
whose record of 711.6 lbs fat was completed way back in 
April 1924, in the herd of L. E. Ferguson, Laurens, 
Iowa. 

The new champion, who as a junior two-year-old 
made a Class B record of 613.7 lbs fat, is a daughter 
of Sir Bess Ormsby May, former Osborndale herd sire, 
and her dam is Osborndale Olive Maid (800.5 lbs fat at 
345 years), who now becames one of the breed’s great 
brood cows, believed to be the only cow in the world of 
any breed to have three daughters with records in heifer 
form on two-time milking averaging as high as 778 lbs 
fat. 

Osborndale Olive Maid 2d is a full sister to Osborn- 
dale Olive May, who has a Class C record as a senior 
four-year-old of 862.1 lbs fat from 21,473.6 lbs milk, 
4% test, and also a Class B junior two-year-old record 
of 813.9 lbs fat with 3.9% test. Another maternal 
sister, in fact a three-fourth sister, is Osborndale Dame 
Olive Ormsby, recently announced with a Class C senior 
four-year-old record of 761 lbs fat from 19,285 lbs milk, 
3.8% and with three Class C records in heifer form 
averaging over 700 lbs. fat. These three maternal sisters 
from Osborndale Olive Maid, not only have Class C heifer 
form records averaging 778.7 lbs. fat, but they have 
made seven records in ‘heifer form, five in C and two

Some Registration Trends 
MONG the more than three million animals regis- 
A tered by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, 27% are males, 73% females. Scanning 
the figures of registrations year by year, we find that 
the past decade has fallen quite far below this general 
average. 

Back in 1916 the perecentage of males registered 
was 33.5%, or over one-third. In the boom year of 1920 
the percentage of males registered was 30.9%. For 
1925, when the industry was on the verge of recovery 
from the aftermath of the World-War boom, the figure 
was 24.6%. By 1930 it was back up again to 27.8%. 
Then came the effects of the Great Depression, and in 
1935 the bull percentage had dropped to 19.8%. For 
1938 the percentage of bull registrations was 21.5%, 
and in 1939 it was 21.7%. 

Secretary Norton’s report for 1940 show 25,941 males 
registered out of the total of 145,423 registrations, or 
17.8%. These figures, however, require further analysis 
because of the abnormal situation in 1940, when so 
many over-age females were registered to avoid the 
higher penalty fees which took effect at that time. When 
the applications filed after January 1, 1940, at the new 
schedule of fees, are considered separately, we discover 
that 23.8% of them were for males. 

It appears that the percentage of males registered 
drops when prices are depressed and times are hard, 
indicating the probability that under such conditions 
a bigger proportion of our bulls go out into dairy herds 
without having their registry papers completed. Con- 
versely, when times are good and prices more livable, 
evidently more bulls are registered regardless of whether 
they go out in pure bred or grade herds. 

The trend of bull registrations, proportionately, is 
generally downward, although there is a possibility that 
this trend has been reversed during the past three 
years. This is particularly interesting in the face of 
the fears many breeders held regarding the effect upon 
the bull market of the growing interest in artificial 
insemination. Allowing for the abnormalities of the 
1940 totals, the relationship between bull registrations 
and bull transfers has remained fairly constant over a 
considerable period of years, while the relationship 
between bull registrations and total transfers has shown 
a definite up-trend. 


A Project Worthy of Support 
HE details of the entries for the War Effort Calf 
I Auction, which the Holstein-Friesian Association of 

Canada is sponsoring, indicate how splendidly the 
breeders of Canada are getting back of this very worthy 
project. They have apparently vied with one another 
to donate real tops of their herds, and the hundred 
calves selected are the pick of more than 150 that were 
offered. Not only the calves, but all services in con- 
nection with the sale, are being donated, so that the 
gross proceeds of the sale can be sent to the British 
Friesian Cattle Society for use in war effort as they may 
deem most effective. 

The calves, all heifers, range in age from three to 
six months. What an opportunity is presented for calf- 
club boys and girls and for breeders seeking desirable 
groups of calves to vaccinate and grow out. The strength 
of the auction market for heifer calves has been one of 
the outstanding features of the spring sale season. No 
other sale has brought together so many or offered sueh 
a wide field of choice. 

We hope there may be a large attendance of breeders 
and calf-club leaders from ‘‘South of the Border’’. The 
cause is worthy; the attraction appealing. Catalogs will 
be ready about May 19, and may be had upon request to 
Secretary G. M. Clemons, Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, Brantford, Ont. M. S. Prescott of the World 
will attend the sale, and will be very happy to execute 
commissions from any interested U. S. breeders, or to 
handle definite mail or wire bids. 
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New York Hearing Announced 

HE Secretary of Agriculture has announced that 
"T uniic hearings for further amendment of the New 

York Milk Market Order will be held in May at Al- 
bany and in New York City. It is expected that definite 
proposals for further increases in the producer price will 
be brought forward. The Metropolitan Producers Bar- 
gaining Agency has announced it will ask for a Class I 
price of $3.05, to replace the present $2.45 figure, and 
additional changes to increase producer returns and to 
make later price adjustments more flexible. It is ex- 
pected there will also be some discussion of angles 
recently stressed by Owen D. Young in the interview 
which the World recently published, and which have 
caused wide commen: in the dairy industry. 

The March price of $1.95 was the highest for that 
month in ten years in this milk shed, and the April price 
makes an equally gooa comparison. Yet there is gen- 
eral recognition that this is not enough under existing 
conditions. Dairymen are faced with a critical labor 
situation through selective service and the demand for 
more labor in defense industries. With other costs in- 
creasing sharply also, further substantial increases in 
dairy income are absolutely necessary if dairymen are 
to meet the situation that lies ahead, and maintain 
production at the level which the world situation de- 
mands. It is the patriotic duty of farmers to keep food 
production at a hign level—it is equally the patriotic 
duty of the public to accept a price level that will make 
it possible.

Health’’, the fifth annual June Dairy Month cam- 
paign is getting organized for a real drive to increase 
milk sales and consumption during June 1941. Even 
better cooperation is promised than has been extended 
in the previous campaigns. 

For 1941 a total of 123 non-grocery chain store com- 
panies, operating some 15,500 units, coast to coast. Are 
taking part in the campaign. They employ a total of 
about 500,000 employees, and approximately 20,000,000 
customers trade in their stores daily. Many other inter- 
ested groups are likewise cooperating. 

Each year this campaign has been better organized 
and has shown results that made substantial gains in 
milk sales over the preceding year. Chas. W. Holman, 
Executive Secretary of the National Cooperative Milk 
Producers Federation is General Chairman of the cam- 
paign this year, and Milton Hult, President of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council, heads the Program Committee.

Hartog 328529 completed a record as a junior four- 
year-old on three-time milking that surpassed any 

other record ever reported for a heifer of this age of any 
breed, with 1,153 lbs. fat from 24,248 lbs. milk, 4.75% 
average test. Just 80 days later, on January 16, 1941, 
she freshened again with twin calves, a big lusty, typy 
pair of bulls.

Being sired 
by Montvic Lochinvar, they have an average for their 90 
nearest tested dams of 22,334.4 lbs. milk, 3.77%, 840.7 
lbs. fat, which might be a world’s record for so many 
dams. 


Anyway, they are a great pair of sons from one of the 
most sensational dams of the present day and we are 
glad to give them the place of honor on our front cover 
in this issue.

beauty and strength are not permitted to deteriorate. 
There is much inbreeding among animals in the natural 
state but there is also the selection of the fit and the 
rejection of the unfit. Here is the cardinal principle of 
the science of inbreeding. The rule of the survival of 
the fittest prevails in nature. 


Consequently one who practices inbreeding must 
know what he wants. He must know his breed standard. 
He must have courage. He must ignore the vast lore 


of superstition that has been associated with inbreeding. 
When more breeders possess these qualities the breed 
will reach heights never dreamed of by its originators.

make good progress toward correcting this situation 
during 1941. 
Exports 

Exports to foreign countries during 1940 were about 
even with the previous year, totalling 256 as compared 
with 265 in 1939. These included 116 males and 140 
females. The largest number were shipped to Puerto 
Rico with 87 head, and Chile was second with 67. 

In years past Holland ‘has been the principal source 
of seed stock for South America and South Africa, but 
since the German invasion this source has been closed 
and it wil) probably remain closed for many years after 
the war is over. We have endeavored to get some 
authentic information on the Holland cattle situation, 
but there appears to be no source of dependable infor- 
mation in Holland at this time. A very special effort 
should be made to develop our export business, par- 
ticularly with the countries of South and Central Amer- 
ica. There are tremendous opportunities for trade ex- 
pansion along this line, and the subject should have 
exhaustive study and be followed up closely. 


Imports 

For a good many years Canada has been the only 
source from which pure bred Holstein-Friesian cattle 
have been imported into the United States. According 
to figures obtained from the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry, Washington, D. C., the importations of Can- 
adian Holsteins during 1940 totalled 7,554, as com- 
pared with 6,288 during 1939, a gain of 20%. These 
animals were already registered in the Herd-Book of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada, and hence 
imported duty-free as breeding stock, but the greater 
share go into grade dairy herds as shown by the fact 
that only 1,738 of the 7,554 imported were re-registered 
in our Herd-Brook. These 1,738 head included 148 
males and 1,590 females. During the previous year 183 
males and 1,557 females, or 1,740 of the 6,288 head im- 
ported, were re-registered in our Herd-Book. 

Artificial] Insemination 

Interest in artificial insemination developed rapidly 
during the year and many new cooperative artificial 
breeding associations were organized. Definite rules 
were adopted by the Board of Directors setting forth 
the procedure and requirements for registration § of 
calves resulting from artificial insemination and three 
distinct sets of conditions are recognized; first, within 
the herd; second, within regularly organized artificial 
breeding associations; and third, between herds, where 
semen is transported or shipped by the owner of the 
bull for insemination of cows in other herds. Breeders 
should familiarize themselves with these rules. 

Artificial insemination affords wonderful opportu- 
nities for breed improvement by making the fullest pos- 
sible use of our superior sires. Some object to the co- 
operative artificial breeding associations, fearing that it 
will so reduce the number of sires used in service that 
the bull market will be seriously affected, but this should 
be offset to a large extent by the increased value of 
better sires. and by development of prospective cus- 
tomers for pure bred females as seed stock for new pure 
bred herds. It will be interesting to observe the opera- 
tion of these large scale cooperative organizations over 
a period of years. They are bound to encounter many 
difficulties and their success will depend upon skillful 
management combined with a genuine spirit of coopera- 
tion among the membership. 

Blood Tests for Parentage 

The development of a method of parentage deter- 
mination by means of blood tests which has been per- 
fected recently in the laboratories of the University of 
Wisconsin furnishes a very good check in case the par- 
entage of a calf is in question, and we should make use 
of this test in connection with the artificial insemination 
program. It would be a wise precaution to require that 
every bull used in artificial insemination between herds 
and outside of regularly organized cooperatives be blood 
tested and his blood characters be recorded in the Asso- 
ciation office. Such a system would be a valuable pro- 
tection to the owner of the sire as well as to the 
owners of the cows to which the bull was bred artificially 
and should be required in all such cases. 


Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Association 
During the year the Pure Bred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
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tion was organized to bring the five major dairy breed 
registry associations into closer cooperation in the de- 
velopment and promotion of matters of common interest. 
This new organization is made up of three representa- 
tives from each of the five dairy breeds. Principal pro- 
ject sponsored by this organiaztion in 1940 was the 
cooperative breed exhibit at the National Dairy Show at 
Harrisburg, Pa., which was highly commended by breed- 
ers and college men as well, and further plans are under 
way for the coming year. We believe that this new 
organization will be of great value to the pure bred 
dairy cattle industry. 


No one can look very far into the future in these 
times with all the world at war, but it is plainly the 
patriotic duty of every one of us to do his very best at 
his job, whatever it may be. In such times, efficiency 
and economy of production in all lines become increas- 
ingly important, and Holstein-Friesian breeders every- 
where must use every possible means to improve their 
herds. In conclusion I wish to express by appreciation 
to the thousands of our breeders throughout the coun- 
try who have so cheerfully accepted the unavoidable 
delays of the past year, with the hope that such a con- 
dition may never happen again. It was a great relief to 
all to be able to approach somewhere near normal con- 
ditions at the close of the year.

One of the good dispersal events 
of the spring season was the Palanois 
Dispersal on April 19 at Palatine, 
Ill., when the entire herd of A. T. 
McIntosh was dispersed under the 
management of A. W. Petersen, the 
63 head bringing a total of $14,795 
for the fine average $232. Practic- 
ally all animals in the herd had rec- 
ords or record backing either in Ad- 
vanced Registry or CTA and with a 
few exceptions all were by three 
great sires, Femco Sir Marathon 
Marathon Ormsby, a proven son of 
Governor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie from 
a dam with 811 lbs. fat; Sir Triune 
Pansy 51st, a proven son of Sir Tri- 
une Pansy from a Milford Meadows 
Ludwig cow with 862 lbs. fat at 3 
years old; of the present senior sire, 
Carnation Classic, a partly proven son 
of Governor of Carnation from a 932- 
lb. fat daughter of a 1,016-lb. fat 
dam. 


This senior sire, broukht $540, 
taken by T. F. Ellison, Mokena, III. 
Only five years old, his oldest daugh- 
ters were just completing their first 
lactations and his 39 offspring, in- 
cluding many calves and yearlings, 
closely approached the general aver- 
age of the sale. 

Topping the sale was the junior 
herd sire, Carnation Admiration, not 
yet two years old, son of Carnation 
Ormsby Perfection from a Gover-: 
nor daughter, going to C. P. Walters, 
Genoa, Ill., for $575. Uncatalogued 
baby calves by this sire brought 
prices up to $100.

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HOLSER HERD SETS NEW MARK 
FOR N. Y. 


A new mark for Herd Test in 
New York State for herds on 2-time 
milking has been set by Holser’s 
Valley Farm, owned by John A. Hol- 
ser, Troy, N. Y. The figures as an- 
nounced by the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America are 537.6 lbs 
fat, 15,398 lbs. milk for six cows. The 
only New York herd which has ex- 
ceeded these figures in Herd Test 
work is the Echohurst herd of Mrs. 
Josetta Schermerhorn which aver- 
aged 569 lbs on 3-time milking. The 
Holser herd accordingly takes the 
lead in the 2-time milking classifica- 
tion for New York State and is up 
with the leaders for the nation. Mr. 
Holser has won great success in 
breeding and developing high class 
White Leghorns and New Hampshire 
Reds, and is apparently on the way 
with his newly established Holstein 
herd. It will be recalled that a cow 
from this herd won the grand cham- 
pionship at Eastern States Exposi- 
tion last year. High cow of the herd 
was a 2-year-old heifer, Rose Hill 
Emperor Kathleen, with a produc- 
tion of 621 lbs. fat, 15,137 lbs. milk, 
a very excellent performance on 2- 
time milking, in fact higher than 
any other 2-year-old of the state 
has ever done in AR work. She is 
a daughter of Carnation Inka Em- 
peror (the new herd sire of Sharon 
J. Mauhs, Cobleskill, N. Y.) out of 
a daughter of Carnation Ormsby Per- 
fection. As a herd sire Mr. Holser 
is using one of the outstanding 
young bulls of the breed—a son of 
Carnation Peerless from the highest 
record (1,313 lbs. fat) of the famous 
Madcap sisters. A maternal sister 
of this bull, sired by Governor of 
Carnation, we understand has over 
1000 Ibs fat in her first ten months 
as a first-calf junior 3-year-old, and 
is threatening the long-standing rec- 
ord of Finderne Holigen Fayne. 





FARM EFFICIENCY IMPROVING 

Based on the number of persons 
fed by each farm in the United States, 
the efficiency of American farms has 
nearly doubled in 60 years, according 
to the Census Bureau. 

In 1940, each farm—averaging 
174 acres—produced food for 21.6 
people. Ten years earlier each farm 
supplied 19.5 people. In 1920, the 
figure was 16.4; in 1910, 14.5; in 
1900, 13.2, and, in 1880, 12.5. 

In 1850, when the first complete 
Farm Census was taken, each farm 
produced food for 16.0 people, but 
farms averaged 203 acres at that 
time. The average size of farms had 
been reduced to 134 in 1880; had 
increased to 146 in 1900, and, since 
that time, has ranged between 138 
in 1910 and 174 in 1940. 

In 1850 it required 12.7 acres of 
farm land to feed one person. Eight 
acres fed one person in 1940. 

Belgium’s condition is nearly 12 
times as intensive—1.5 persons per 
arable acre instead of 8 farm acres 
per person, as here.

GUERNSEY MILK NOT TO ESCAPE 
BUFFALO POOL 

Court of Appeals Again Affirms 
Decision of Lower Courts that Gu- 
ernsey Milk Must Go Into General 

Pool 

Albany—The Court of Appeals 
has re-affirmed the decision of the 
lower courts refusing to eliminate 
ruernsey milk from operation of the 
Buffalo milk marketing order. 

Early in January the Court of 
Appeals affirmed the lower courts 
but the case was reopened and new 
arguments submitted. The high 
court declined to change its mind. 

Aligned against the Department of 
Agriculture and Markets in the Buf- 
falo milk case were New York State 
Guernsey Breeders’ Cooperative, Inc., 
Sterling Amherst Farms Dairy, Inc., 
Arthur E. Landel, doing business as 
the Williamsville Dairy. The two 
dealers are Erie County handlers. 

The decision handed down by the 
Court of Appeals was without an 
opinion. Representatives of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets explained, however, that the 
court, in substance, again refused 
to classify Guernsey milk as a pro- 
duct superior to other milk. 

Injunctions which stand as 4 
result of the Court of Appeals re- 
affirmation prohibit the dealers from 
violating the State order by failing 
to make full payments into the equal- 
ization pool.

One hears often the expression 
“The bull is half the herd.’’ In the 
case of M. E. Shughart of Mechanics- 
burg, Pennsylvania one cow became 
the whole herd.

In 1929 Mr. Shughart purchased 
his first registered Holstein at a herd 
dispersal sale. The price was $125 
and the “herd to be’’ was a 9-months- 
old heifer. Her name was Neveridle 
Model Pontiac. 


“Neveridle” was well named for 
she has been on the job ever since, 
both in production and reproduction. 
She has given birth to a calf every 
year since 1930, five of them being 
heifers. None of her bull calves 
were raised because Mr. Shughart 
did not realize what an exceptional 
cow she was until after her bull 
calves had been butchered. Four 
years ago he entered the herd on test 
with a dairy herd improvement as- 
sociation. For these four’ years 
“Neveridle’’ has averaged 445 lbs 
fat on a twice-daily milking schedule. 
In addition she has had a calf every 
year and was eight years. old 
when her test period began. The 
productivity of the family she 
founded is something worth speak- 
ing about. There have been four 
daughters, ten granddaughters and 
six great granddaughters registered 
in Mr. Shughart’s name, all in the 
female line of descent. In all there 
have been 44 descendants from old 
“Neveridle’’ about 30 of which are 
registered. Mr. Shughart’s entire 
present herd, except the herd sire, 
is descended from this old cow. 


The herd is not large—#it couldn’t 
be on Mr. Shughart’s 36-acre farm— 
but even one prolific Holstein cow 
and her prolific daughters over-pop- 
ulated the place so he was forced to 
sell 12 head in 1940, all of which 
were offspring of old ‘“Neveridle.’’ 
Her oldest daughter, who now has 
5 registered daughters of her own, 
bids fare to outdistance the old cow 
herself. This daughter, Mevara 
Model Walker, has a production av- 
erage of 498 lbs fat for the past four 
years on two milkings daily. All of 
her 5 daughters were sold in the 
1940 sale but they left three daugh- 
ters—-great granddaughters of “‘Nev- 
eridle’’—to carry on. The buyers of 
these cows were neighboring dairy- 
men who could appreciate the value 
of Mr. Shughart’s breeding. The buy- 
ers include George W. Boyer 
and EK. Raymond Shughart of 
Carlisle and Harry Cornman 
and Vance E. Shughart of 
Mechanicsburg. For the four years 
the herd has been on dairy herd im- 
provement test the yearly averages 
were as follows: 384 pounds, 410 
pounds, 432 pounds and 469 pounds 
of butterfat. The average is for an 
8-cow milking herd. 


Even with such a small herd the 
value of well-bred Holsteins and pro- 
duction records is appreciated by the 
Owner. The four years of records 
now available have been of real value 
and Mr. Shughart says he wishes he 
had put the herd on test years earl- 
ler, If he had. no doubt the sons of

COW-KILLING RACKET BARED 

Central New York farmers have 
been victimized by what apparently 
is an organized racket which has 
cost them several thousand dollars. 
Some 37 farmers have already been 
located by the New York State Police 
in their investigations of the matter 
who have been victims of this racket. 
The procedure is for an accomplice 
to go into the barn shortly before 
the morning milking and knock on 
the head several of the cows that 
are in the best condition for beef. 
A little later, another party drives 
in on some pretext, and buys the 
dead cows for about the value of 
the hide or the rendering company 
price. Presumably these cows have 
found their way into beef. Arrests 
have been made, and it is hoped the 
racket broken up. Dairymen are 
urged to be on their guard and to 
report to the police authorities any 
suspicious occurrences of this nature.

VACCINATION PROGRAM 
STARTING IN WISCONSIN 

Up to March 22, only 35 herd 
owners had applied for permission 
to vaccinate against Bang’s disease 
since the first week in February 
when the state board of agriculture 
adopted a policy permitting calfhood 
vaccination under certain conditions, 
according to Dr. V. S. Larson, live- 
stock sanitation chief of the state 
department of agriculture. 

Offered two optional plans for 
vaccinating, almost all of the ap- 
plicants chose the plan by which 
calfhood vaccination is practiced as 
a supplement to the test and slaugh- 
ter program. Under this plan the 
herd is under state-federal supervi- 
sion, reactors are slaughtered, in- 
demnity paid, and calves may be 
vaccinated in the age range of four 
to eight months. 

A few chose the plan by which 
Bang’s reactors are retained instead 
of slaughtered. Under this plan, re- 
actors when the herd is quarantined 
are not subject to indemnity at any 
time. Indemnity will be paid on 
vaccinated animals, however, if they 
react to the test when 2% years of 
age or over and provided the owner 
is operating with a view to obtain- 
ing a negative herd. 

Only six of the 35 applicants for 
vaccination permits were from 
counties under the Bang-area test 
program. 

The first step in applying for a 
permit for calfhood vaccination is 
to submit to the state department of 
agriculture a report of test made by 
a qualified veterinarian. This report 
enables the department to make its 
recommendations regarding the ad- 
visability of vaccinating. No ap- 
plication is approved by the depart- 
ment without the  veterinarian’s 
recommendation.—Wisconsin State 
Department of Agriculture 





FARM EQUIPMENT SALES UP 

The factory value of farm equip- 
ment and related products manu- 
factured in the United States last 
year amounted to $560,831,457, an 
increase of 19 per cent over the 1939 
total of $473,170,300, according to 
preliminary statistics compiled by 
the Bureau of the Census from re- 
ports made by 1235 establishments 
engaged in making farm equipment. 
This is revealed in a report en- 
titled ‘‘Manufacture and Sale of 
Farm Equipment and Related Pro- 
ducts: 1940” made public by Dr. 
Vergil D. Reed, acting director of 
the Census Bureau. 


Sales of farm equipment during 
1940 amounted in dollar value to 
$561,690,416 of which equipment 
sold for use in the United States was 
worth $487,611,356 and equipment 
sold for export was valued at 
$74,079,060. Sales for use in the 
United States amounted, at factory 


prices, to an average of $80 per 
farm.

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Schermerhorn Dispersing Echohurst 


One of the good small herds of 
the East is being dispersed May 21 
when Mrs. Josetta Schermerhorn 
will sell her select ‘herd at auction 
at the Echohurst Farm near Hudson, 
N. Y. There is probably no herd in 
the East that has tied quite 80 
closely to Carnation breeding during 
the past 20 years. They have used 
six successive sires of Carnation 
breeding and the present herd clearly 
reflects the uniform quality and 
high production that would be ex- 
pected from such a well planned 
breeding program. The first Carna- 
tion bull purchased was named Sir 
Gerben Tritomia Segis 468628, a son 
of Matador Segis Walker Gerben 
from an 867 lb Homestead bred dam. 
His two tested daughters both made 
over 650 lbs fat in heifer form. 

Next came Carnation Joe Mooie 
545770, a son of North Star Joe 
Homestar from one of the Walcowis 
cows that bred so well at Carnation. 
This bull is recognized as one of the 
great Eastern New York sires, spend- 
ing ‘his last days in the Schoonmaker 
herd. His daughters in herd test 
made a mature equivalent B average 
of 17,510 lbs. milk, 609 Ibs. fat. They 
were a grand lot of cows. 

Following him came Carnation 
Chief 629440, a son of Matador Se- 
gis Ormsby out of Carnation Inka 
Lulu, she by Sir Inka May. The 
daughters of this bull nearly all 
made from 400 to over 500 lbs fat 
as 2-year-olds in Class C, and many 
of the choicest cows in the herd today 
are ‘his daughters.

His first daughter 
recently freshened. There are about 
two dozen young daughters in the 
herd and they are a grand lot. This 
bull was by Carnation Peerless 
Creamelle, one of the popular 
younger Carnation-bred sires, and 
from Carnation Ormsby Rose, 
a “Sandy” daughter from a great 
female line at Carnation. He will 
make a real herd sire opportunity for 
some one. The junior herd bull, 
Echohurst Chief Ormsby 776454, 
prevously referred to, is coming 3 
years old this summer. He has a 
particularly choice lot of daughters 
coming along—in fact, a sroup sel- 
dom duplicated for quality and fin- 
ish. 

Echohurst was in the Herd Test 
for one year and set a new mark for 
the whole United States at that time 
with an average of 15,776 lbs milk, 
3.6% 569.6 lbs fat for 9 cows. Car- 


nation Inka Dione, the dam of two 
of the herd sires, was in that group, 
making 635.1 lbs fat with a 4.1% 
test. This average bull still ranks well 


up with the leaders, and has never 
been equalled by any other New 
York State herd in the B classifica- 
tion. Testing in the A R divisions 
has been carried on in more recent 
years, usually placing some on the 
Honor List. The records run up to 
over 80) lbs. fat and are made under 
just plain herd conditions, with no 
box stalls or pampering. In produc- 
tion they have made a record really 
to be proud of. The herd also holds 
Certificate No. 75 from New York 
State as a Bang’s free herd. This 
was issued in 1934 and they have re- 
newed it each year to date. They 
have also been particular about 
mastitis and the herd today, Mrs. 
Schermerhorn tells us, is entirely 
free of it. 

Decision to disperse this herd after

The Minnesota Holstein Friesian 
Breeders Association held their an- 
nual meeting at St. James, Watonwan 
County, on March 27th.

HOLSTEINS LEAD IMPORTATIONS 
Importation of purebred cattle, 
both beef and dairy breeds, from 
Canada to the United States under 
the ‘‘duty free’’ provision on pure- 
bred registered animals, has grown 
to a sizable business as indicated by 
the 1940 report on cattle importa- 
tion issued by the Animal Husbandry 
Division of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. As usual, the Holstein- 
Friesian breed leads the procession 
of importation from Canada to the 
U. S. with 7,554 purebred animals 
imported during 1940 as contrasted 
to a single Red Polled animal im- 
ported during the same period. 

In between these extremes, we 
find 1,908 Ayrshires, 1,118 Jerseys, 
114 Guernseys and 29 Brown Swiss 
coming into the States from Canada. 
Forty-six of the _ little-advertised 
French-Canadian dairy cattle were 
imported. All were registered. 

In the beef breeds, Herefords pre- 
dominated with 1,246 head of pure- 
breds entering the States from Can- 
ada as compared with 591 Short- 
horns, 432 Aberdeen-Angus and 5 of 
the ancient Galloway beef breed. 

Mexico and the Island of Jersey 
were the only other sources of im- 
portations of either beef or dairy 
animals into the United States dur- 
ing 1940, Mexico sending in 425 
registered Herefords and the Island 
of Jersey contributing 99 purebred 
Jerseys to the bovine population of 
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PENNSYLVANIA FEDERATION 
MAPS PROGRAM 


Simultaneously with the appoint- 
ment of Clarence Lyons as full-time 
state fieldman, the Pennsylvania 
Federation of County Holstein Clubs 
outlined a full program of work for 
their 1941 efforts on behalf of the 
purebred, registered Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow. The Pennsylvania breed- 
ers set down as their ‘‘creed’’ that, 
“We believe in the purebred cow 
and particularly in the purebred Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow, whose high de- 
gree of efficiency and moderate cost 
make her the ‘farmer’s cow.’ It is 
our purpose to facilitate the improve- 
ment of ‘our cow’ by coordinating 
the efforts of her breeders, and to 
spread the gospel of the purebred 
by pointing the way to a better life 
through cooperation.” Read that 
again, and again! 

Fieldman Lyons will make a 
mighty effort to bring forcefully be- 
fore his Pennsylvania Holstein breed- 
er constituents the value of im- 
mediately adopting a program in- 
tended eventually to place “HOL- 
STEIN HOLSOM MILK,’’ identified 
under its own name, on every im- 
portant market in the Keystone 
State. On this subject, the new 
Pennsylvania program says. “It is 
our purpose to sell both the cow and 
her milk and to so combine these 
two projects as to make them mut- 
ually beneficial. We want every 
community to have the opportunity 
to buy HOLSTEIN HOLSOM MILK. 
We want as many retailers as pos- 
sible to offer HOLSTEIN HOLSOM 
MILK. We want as many housewives 
as possible to know the FACTS 
ABOUT HOLSTEIN HOLSOM 
MILK.” 

The Federation will sponsor a 
state sale at Harisburg on October 
22. In addition to this state-spon- 
sored sale, the services of the Fed- 
eration’s fieldman will be available 
to breeders throughout the state in 
the management of dispersal sales, 
county breeders’ sales and the loca- 
tion of registered Holsteins on a pri- 
vate treaty basis. Files carrying the 
data on available animals are peing 
built up in the new secretary’s of- 
fice. 


For the first time, a series of 
Black and White Shows will be held 
to acquaint the farmer-breeder with 
this method of studying type im- 
provement in herds not in a position 
to exhibit at the larger shows. 

To better advertise Pennsylvania’s 
registered Black and White cattle, 
the Association will actively sponsor 
the sale of Holstein-Friesian farm 
identification signs. 


A determined effort will be made 
to enlist new breeders in the active 
work program being carried on by 
strong county clubs’ which hold 
membership in the state federation.

WISCONSIN’S ANNUAL 
DHIA REPORT 

Wisconsin dairymen proved 609 
sires in DHIA work during 1940, and 
of these 425 were Holstein bulls. Of 
the 1,604 sires proved in DHIA in 
Wisconsin to date, 1,044 are Hol- 
steins. 

In 1940 a total of 186 herds in 
Wisconsin DHIA completed herd 
averages above 400 Ibs. fat. Of 
these 130 were Holstein herds, 39 
Guernsey, 9 Brown Swiss and 8 Jer- 
sey. Holsteins held the top. six 
places in these herd averages. Names 
of owners are not given, but an 
Ozaukee County herd of 8 registered 
Holsteins was the leader with an av- 
erage of 600.5 lbs. fat. Out of 1,167 
individual cows producing over 509 
lbs. fat, 910 were Holsteins. Then 
ten high producers by breeds had the 
following ranges—Holsteins 716 to 
902 lbs. fat; Guernseys 616 to 695 
lbs.; Jerseys 561 to 680 lbs.; Brown 
Swiss 566 to 793 lbs. There are 28 
Wisconsin dairyman listed who have 
been in this testing work 20 years 
or more.

GOOD ADVICE IN CTA REPORT 

A recent letter from V. D. Burris, 
County Agricultural Agent of Medina 
County, Ohio, cffers the following 
observation on the dairy situation: 
“Evidence is accumulating that labor 
is going to be very scarce and that 
production in large herds will be 
curtailed. This should result in a 
strengthening of the price of milk. 
It will be advantageous to build as 
high production per unit as possible 
in order that receipts per man may 
be as high as possible.”’ 

With this letter Mr. Burris sent 
the March report of the Medina 
County DHIA. We are interested to 
note that the Holstein herd of A.M. 
King leads with the fine herd average 
of 1639 lbs milk, 58.6 lbs fat. The 
list of ten high fat producers for the 
month shows the leader with 105.4 
lbs in the Holstein herd of H. B. 
Owen & Son. Six of the top seven 
were Holsteins. All ten of the 
leading milk producers were Hol- 
steins, Richman Farms being the 
leader with 228 lbs. 





THREE GOOD OHIO RECORDS 

Noteworthy Herd Test lactation 
records have been recently completed 
by members of three well known 
Ohio herds. Rosedale Tritomia Orms- 
by Ruth, owned by J. L. Boerger 
& Son, Irwin, leads the list by a com- 
fortable margin with her senior four- 
year-old record of 844.0 lbs fat, 20,- 
188 lbs milk in Class B. 

In the Bouic Brothers herd, Marys- 
ville, another senior four-year-old, 
Holwyn Mahomet 3d, made 737.2 
lbs fat from 21,410 lbs milk. She 
was milked 365 days, twice a day. 

At Ohio State University, 8-year- 
old Firestone Patriarch Johanna 
finished a Class B record of 721.1 
lbs fat from 18,365 lbs milk. 

All three of these outstanding re- 
cords will be permanently recorded 
in Volume 13 of the Red Book. 
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NEW YORK DHIA FOR MARCH 
Elmer Marshfield’s registered Hol- 
stein herd of 16 cows in the North 
Onondaga No. 2 Association had the 
high herd average of the state for 
March, with the fine record of 61.2 
Ibs. fat 1,847 lbs. milk. In 123 as- 
sociations reporting, 71 were led by 
registered or grade Holstein herds; 
13 were led by Jersey herds, 8 by 
Guernsey, 5 by Ayrshire, and 28 by 
herds listed as mixed or composed of 
more than one breed. Eleven of 
these leading herds averaged above 
50 Ibs. fat, and of them 7 were 
registered Holstein herds; one other 
was composed of registered and 
grade Holsteins, one of grade Hol- 
steins, one of registered Holsteins 
and grade Guernseys and one is 
listed as mixed. 

In the Honor List, the herds of 26 
cows and over are led by F. D. Davy 
(Herkimer No. 1) whose 34 register- 
ed Holsteins averaged 53.7 lbs. fat, 
1,422 lbs. milk.

According to the announce- 
ment the production of pork, dairy 
products, eggs and poultry will be 
stimulated through the support of 
prices over the period ending June 
30, 1943 at levels remunerative to 
producers.

Expansion of the Ever-Normal 
Granary Program 

The Department of Agriculture 
announcement in regard to the ex- 
pansion of the Ever-Normal Granary 
Program to assure ample supplies of 
food stated that ‘‘assuming continua- 
tion of existing price relationships 
and taking seasonal price variations 
into account,’’ the Department will 
make purchases in the open market 
to support long term prices (Chicago 
basis) at levels approximately as 
follows: Hogs per ecwt. $9.00; dairy 
products, basis of butter per lb 31 
cents; chickens per lb 15 cents; and 
eggs per dozen 22 cents. 

It was pointed out that’ these 
prices would be subject to the cus- 
tomary _ differentials for market 
grades and qualities. 

“The Government’s purchases in 
the open market will be used to 
accumulate reserve supplies of food. 
These supplies can be used _ for 
transfer to the British and other 
countries under the provisions of the 
Lend-Lease Act; for release upon the 
market in case of unwarranted 
speculative price increases; to meet 
requests from the Red Cross for 
shipment to war refugee areas and 
for direct distribution through 
school lunch programs or through 
State welfare departments to public 
aid families. Arrangements~ are 
also being made for a full and com- 
plete coordination of these purchases 
with those being made for armed 
forces.”’ 

Under the program, farmers will 
be urged to (a) increase pork pro- 
duction by feeding hogs to heavier 
weights and by increasing farrowing 
of pigs, (b) increase dairy produc- 
tion by feeding cows more grain and 
by milking more cows, (c) encourage 
additional production of poultry by 
increasing the size of flocks. 


Price of 92-score butter at Chicago 
1935-41 


Since seasonal price variations and 
price relationships are to be taken 
into account in making purchases of 
dairy products, the program does not 
provide for fixed prices of butter or 
other dairy products. Government 
purchases will tend to support higher 
prices than the regular domestic de- 
mand. The program was designed to 
stimulate production so as to pro- 
vide for domestic needs and _ in- 
creased exports, rather than to fix 
prices. 

An average annual price of 31.0 
cents for butter would be 2.3 cents 
higher than in 1940, in which the 
range was from 26.3 cents in Jure 
to 34.2 cents in December.

In accordance with Article II, Sec- 
tion 18, of the By-Laws, as Trea- 
surer, I submit the following report 
of the financial operations of your 
Association for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1940: 

Income for the year totaled $363,- 
905.27 as compared with $235,197.88 
for the fiscal year 1939, a gain of 
$128,707.39. This large increase in 
income was due principally to in- 
creased receipts for registration, 
transfer, and membership, resulting 
from the flood of applications re- 
ceived during the closing days of 
1939 but for which fees were earned 
when certificates were issued during 
1940. This may be seen readily by

from $207,322.08 for 1939 to $329,- 
526.06 for 1940. This represents 
an increase of $122,203.98 in the 
income of the Secretary’s Depart- 
ment which was made up principally 
of gains of $91,965.25 from registry 
fees, $23,765.50 from transfer fees, 
and $6,565 from membership fees, 
as compared with the 1939 fiscal 
year. Income of the Advanced Reg- 
istry Department showed a gain of 
$5,346.25 also. 

It is obvious from the increased 
income that the amount of work 
done was greater and hence the ex- 
pense of operating was increased. 
Total expenses for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1940 amounted 
to $259,476.95 as compared with 
$233,455.57 for the previous year, 


an increase of $26,021.38. The 
figures for the departments show 
increases of $21,818.91 in the Sec- 


retary’s Department due to the large 
increase in registry, transfer, and 
membership applications handled, 
and $12,233.03 in the Extension De- 
partment because of increased acti- 
vities carried on in line with the 
extension program. These increases 
were offset to some extent by de- 
creased expenses in General and Ad- 
vanced Registry. 

The net operating profits for 
year amounted to $104,428.32, 
largest for any single year, with 
exception, in 
ganization. 

At the beginning of the year our 
cash balances totalled $103,488.32 
and they had increased to $162,- 

78.30 at the close of the year, a 
gain of $58,689.98 for the year. 


During the year our Reserve Fund 
was increased by the addition of 
payments on the Madison property 
amounting to $1,455.37 and by 
membership fees amounting to $17,- 
765. These additions brought the

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN ASSOCIA- 
TION ANNOUNCES NEW 
PUBLICATION 


“CLASSIFIED HERDS AND 
SIRES WITH CLASSIFIED PRO- 
GENY” is the title of a new Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Ameri- 
ca publication edited by H. W. Nor- 
ton, Jr., Supt. of Advanced Registry. 
It is available to all breeders desir- 
ing further information on herd in- 
spection and official classification. 

It includes summaries of all herds 
officially classified since the incep- 
tion of the herd classification pro- 
gram in 1929 through December 31, 
1940. The name and address of 
each owner is followed in the sum- 
mary by the years of inspection, and 
the number of animals in each classi- 
fication rating. In cases where the 
herd has been reclassified, a sum- 
mary is given for each inspection. 

The list of sires with classified sons 
or daughters includes the names of 
all classified progeny with their offi 
cial classification ratings. All bronze 
and silver medal sires are designated 
and sires having five or more classi- 
fied offspring are listed with sum- 
maries of the classifications of their 
gets in parentheses following the 
names of the sires. 

This publication lists 213 different 
herds that thave been classified one 
or more times with the classifications 
assigned to 7,867 animals including 
363 males and 7,594 females. Those 
interested in further study of the 
herd inspection and official classi- 
fication program which was estab- 
lished January 1, 1929 with the 
avowed purpose ‘fof educating Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders to a_ better 
understanding of the ideal type of 
the breed’ are invited to request 
copies of the new publication. 





FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE 
HAMPERS BRITAIN 

Bad news from Britain concerns 
the outbreak of foot and mouth dis- 
ease in Eire and its appearance again 
in England. Most European coun- 
tries have been forced to live with 
this disease because its elimination 
has been economically impossible. 
England, however, in the past has 
followed the same method of im- 
mediate slaughter of all infected and 
exposed animals that we have used 
in this country, and they have kept 
the situation quite well under con- 
trol. The present outbreak is doubly 
serious because of the pressing need 
of all available meat supplies as well 
as dairy products. 

Meanwhile, British pedigree stock 
breeders continue to carry on with 
their shows and sales. The latest 
issue of The Farmer & Stock Breeder 
(March 11) reports a sale of Frie- 
sians at Reading in which a top of 
220 gs. was paid for a young bull, 
and 71 animals averaged 60 pounds 
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(about $240). At Gloucester, two 
bulls sold above 100 gs. and cows and 
served heifers averaged over 58 
pounds ($232.). 





JUDGING DATES AT NATIONAL 


Holsteins will be judged at the 
National Dairy Show, Memphis, 
Tenn., on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
October 14 and 15. T. R. Dent, 
Woodstock, Ont., will place the 
awards. The other breeds will be 
judges as follows: Ayrshires on Mon- 
day, October 13; Guernsey Monday 
and Tuesday; Brown Swiss Wed- 
nesday and Thursday; Jerseys 
Thursday-and Friday. This change 
from earlier announcement was de- 
cidd at a meeting of the Board of 
Directors held April 24 in Washing- 
ton. A report was received that the 
new coliseum planned to be con- 
structed at Memphis for the National] 
will not be built. Judging will be 
done in the arena of the Shelby Coun- 
ty Building. The Court of Dairy 
Queens, popular feature of the 1940 
National Dairy Show, will be re- 
peated at Memphis, according to 
present plans. 

Status of prize money for 1941 is 
as follows: The Mid-South Fair puts 
up $1,500 for each of the five 
breeds. The Brown Swiss Associa- 
tion has added $602 for their breed; 
American Guernsey Cattle Club 
and American Jersey Cattle Club 
each $2,000. The Ayrshire and 
Holstein-Friesian Associations will 
decide for their breeds at forthcom- 
ing meetings in May and June. 


MORE 500-LB. HERD AVERAGES 

The purebred Holsteins in the 
Herd Test last year—over 10,000 of 
them—set up an average production 
of over 400 lbs. fat. This was the 
first time since this department was 
established twelve years ago that 
the 400-lb. general average has been 
reached in any year. 


Now as we go into the thirteenth 
year, it seems that an increasing 
number of individual herd averages 
above 500 lbs fat are being recorded 
—an extremely high mark to shoot 
for, as every dairyman will concede. 
Recent releases from the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America give 
the following new herd averages in 
the 500-lb. list: 


Walter Splinter, Winslow. ITll., 8 
cows averaging 543.9 lbs fat, 14,517 
Ibs milk on 2-time milking. This 
follows an average the previous year 
of 615. lbs fat in Class C., which 
now makes this herd tops for both 
one and two years in C. 

Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, Mich., 
in its thirteenth consecutive year of 
high production in Herd Test, sets 
a new Class C mark for herds of its 
size, with the remarkable production 
of 539 lbs. fat, 14,202 Ibs. milk, 
3.8%, on 33 cows. Perhaps we will 
have to give you more detail on this 
some time. 

Everett Demaline, Wauseon, Ohio, 
8 cows averaged 505.3 lbs. fat, 15,- 
063 lbs. milk on 2-time milking. 

R. L. Evans, Hutchinson, Kans., in 
his first year in the Herd Test, 
makes the fine average for 8 cows 
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in Class B, of 586.3 lbs. fat, 14,814 
lbs. milk, 4%, to bring new honors 
to a state that is making very rapid 
strides in the Holstein field. 

James Cornue, Hebron, Ill., 18 
cows averaging 509.6 lbs. fat, 14,- 
469 lbs. milk on 3-time milking. 

Phipps & Crowley, Lewisville, 
Minn., 16 cows averaging 518.2 lbs. 
fat, 15,644 lbs. milk in Class B. 

Ohio State University, Columbus, 
Ohio, 11 cows averaging 504.5 lbs. 
fat, 13,844 lbs. milk in Class B. 

In Official Report No. 13, which 
appeared in our April 12 issue, four 
herds were listed with averages above 
500 lbs. fat, and a number of others 
closely approaching that figure. 
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SPLINTER HERD REPEATS 

Last year Walter Splinter, Win- 
slow, Ill. made history in his first 
year in the Herd Test by setting up 
a herd average of 615 lbs. fat, 16,366 
lbs milk on 8 cows, in Class C. It 
ranks as the high average for the 
breed in 2-time milking work. 

Now the Splinter herd has come 
back in its second year, with an aver- 
age production of 543.9 lbs fat, 
14,517 lbs. milk, this gives him the 
highest average for two consecutive 
years work (579 lbs fat) in the Class 
C division of the herd test. Highest 
individual record in the herd this 
past year was 770.8 lbs fat for a 4- 
year-old, Ollie Segis Canary Hark.

PULS HERD COMPLETES FINE 
YEAR 

Another year in the Theresa- 
Dodge Dairy Herd Improvement as- 
sociation has been completed and as 
the books are being closed a new 
record high was reached at Clover 
Lawn Farm of Arthur Puls located 
near Allenton, Wisconsin.
